Sid then under the management of Thaddeus 
lUrton, as Cnpt. Blenheim, In the "Bough 
Diamond." He met with such success that 
it wns immediately enrolled as a member 
of tbe stock company, and remained there 
some tbrcc months, going thence to Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., and acting under the management 
of J C. Foster, At the close of that season 
he was engaged for the Summer in Philadel- 
phia, Pa., and returned to Pittsburgh for the 
season of 1852-3, during which he acted Sir 
Harcourt Courtly for the first time. Thence 
ho went to Cleveland, 0., and Wheeling, W.Va. 
For tbe season of 1853-4 bo was engaged at 
Richmond, Vs., and during the Summer trav- 
eled through New York State with a company 
under tbe management of Marsh & Ellsler. 
and returned to tbe Richmond Theatre for 
the season of 1854-5, under tbe management 
of J. II. Taylor. 

During the Summer of 1855 he Joined 
Minager Elisler's company at Cleveland, 0., 
and the following season was engaged at the 
Holllday Street Theatre, Baltimore, Md., 
opening In Itomeo, and played Don Felix, In 
tbe "Wonder," and Ingomar, for the first 
times ; also played tbe second business to 
Edwin Forrest during an engagement that 
season. At the close thereof he visited 
Washington, D. C, and acted there during 
the Summer, and the following season 
(1850-7) returned to Richmond, Va., being 
engaged for the leading business. 

During the following Summer season be 
wis engaged at the National Theatre, Phila- 
delphia. Pa,, under the management of John 
Drew, opening In tbe character of Sir Ru- 
pert. In the "Naiad Queen," Mary Devlin 
playing the Kalad Queen, Joseph Jefferson, 
Schnapps, and Edwin Adams, Amphlbeo. For 
the following season he was engaged at tin; 
Holllday Street Theatre, Baltimore, Md., but 
remained only a abort time. 

On arriving In New York he was imme- 
diately engaged by Win. E. Burton to return 
to the IV nt Street Theatre, Baltimore, for 
a brief period. At the expiration of his en- 
gagement he returned to New York, opening 
at nurton's Theatre — afterwards the Winter 
Garden — as Sir Oliver Surface. In the 
"School for Scandal," being a substitute for 
Mr. Iturton, who was unable to appear. 
Shortly thereafter Charlotte Cushman played 
;n engagement, and Mr. Boniface acted with 
her, Macduff, Max Ilarkaway, etc., and ac- 
companied her to Boston, Mass., acting with 
her there for a short period.

He wsb next engaged by Fox & Llngard, 
when they assumed the management of the 
old Bowery Theatre, and remained there 
until the Summer of 1850, and when tbe New 
Bowery opened he assumed the management 
of the old, but did not meet with great suc- 
cess. He held out, however, for some five 
months, when, receiving a flattering offer to 
join Fox & Llngard, at the New Bowery The- 
atre, he accepted It, and remained there until 
1864. On leaving be received a complimen- 
tary benefit on which occasion he was pre- 
sented by his friends with a service of silver 
plate, and the receipts of tbe house amounted 
to nearly $1,000, the full amount of which 
was presented to Mr. Boniface by tbe man- 
agement Tbe following season be played 
star engagements through the South and 
West, and In 1865 sailed for California, 
where he acted In San Francisco about six 
months, under the management of Thomas 
Msguire. 

Returning to New York he fulfilled a few 
star engagements and then Joined tbe com- 
pany at the Olympic Theatre, then under the 
management of Mrs. John Wood. At tbc 
close of the season be was engaged at Nlblo's 
Garden, where he played Rodolphe, in the 
"Black Crook," on Its original production 
and during its first run. Leaving there he 
Joined Laura Keene's company, and traveled 
throughout the country. Was next engaged 
at the Theatre Comlque to act with W. 
Horace Llngard, then returned to Nlblo's 
Garden for a brief time, playing Mlcawber, 
In "Little Em'ly," and went thence to the 
Grand Opera House, acting the leading char- 
acter In the spectacular drama, entitled the 
"Twelve Temptations." 

During the Summer of 1871 he played a 
star engagement of six weeks at Wood's Mu- 
seum (now Daly's). He then went starring 
In "The Soldier's Trust," a play with which 
he was Identified for many years thereafter. 
During the scaBon of 1872 he was acting at 
the Globe Theatre, In Boston, Mass., where 
he became a favorite. ^- 

For many years prior to his death he uvea 
in New York City, hut did not appear on the 
stage. As an actor his voice was much 
against him. There was a sepulchral quality 
In It, and a certain mechanism in his action 
that almost always left an impression ex- 
tremely unfavorable. 

Mr. Boniface died Jan. 8, 1012, after a 
brief illness, from pneumonia.

Oa the afternoon of Monday, Nov. 25, at 
the Bclasco Theatre, Washington, President 
Taft, with members of bis family and official 
staff, saw the first showing of the great mo- 
tion picture series "Panama, the Earth Di- 
vided, the World United," all caught by the 
Klnemacolor camera. 

On Friday afternoon, 29, the exhibition 
was repeated at a special meeting of the Na- 
tional Geographic Society, at their official 
home la Washington, over one thousand mem- 
bers comprising the gathering. 

Rear Admiral Colby M. Chester, of the 
United States Navy, spoke while the motion 
color pictures were on the screen, and ex- 
plained some of the possibilities of the 
isthmian project from a naval viewpoint. 
"The commercial and economic results of the 
opening of the canal are like a dynamite 
mine— almost as uncertain, just as danger- 
cus," he said. "There Is no doubt that from 
the opening, next August, the canal will be 
patronized, and a decade will see It on a pay- 
ing basis. 

"It will unify the United States and make 
possible a more complete plan of coast de- 
fense than she has ever enjoyed, but the way 
tor quick communication must be given other 
nations, too. The adequate fortification of 
the zone is not only a matter of policy, but 
a debt of honor by the nation to her people. 
for the protection of their lives and liberty."

By this now process the work that will 
change history has all been perpetuated so 
that future generations may use the con- 
structions of the great tunnels and moun- 
tains of concrete, which will be a factor In 
commerce for centuries.

NEW MOVING PICTURE ORDINANCE. 

At the request of the moving picture board 
of censors. Ordinance Expert II. A. Mason, 
of the supervisor's office, of San Kranclsco, 
Lai., has prepared a new ordinance for the 
regulation of the display of moving picture 
films In that city, which will be presented to 
thc board for passage after It has been ap- 
proved by the police committee. Of two Im- 
portant features In the bill not contained in 
the present ordinance, which ls said to be In- 
effective, ono provides for a license charge of 
*1 for each film displayed or proposed to be 
displayed. The purpose of the tax Is to 
create a fund to cover the expense of having 
actus exhibitions for the benefit of the cen- 
sorship board of all films proposed to be 
made use of, that their merits and demerits 
may be the better observed and understood. 
under the present arrangements the fllmi 
themselves are examined by the censors, who 
find it difficult at times to note all the fea- 
tures or the pictures owing to the extremely 
small size. This requirement of actual ex- 
hibitions of films submitted for approval la 
the second important feature In the new 
ordinance.

Edison, the Court of Appeulij 
mid, merely solved camera, apparatus pro- 
blems. 

The actios was -brought against the CM- 
ongo Film Co., for Alleged infringement on 
llio Edison patent, and for an Injunction 
against Its further infringement. 

In giving the court's decision Chief Justice 
Shepard said : "The flexible, transparcut or 
Irnnslucent tape-like film prepared for taking 
photographs was neither discovered nor pro- 
duced by lOdison. It was Improved ami 
l<rongl)t to lis present state of perfection !>y 
Eastman. When exhibited to Edlsoa he 
seized upon It as the thing needed to make 
Ms camera apparatus a complete commercial 
success. 

"We do not dissent from the proposition 
that Mr. Edison solved the problems of the 
motion picture art with great Ingenuity and 
skill, but the problems that he solved were 
In the camera apparatus wherein his true 
claim to Invention lies. lie did not supply 
l be 'fundamentals of the dim' that is used in 
the art as practiced to-day. The long, pliant, 
translucent, celluloid film, with the sensitized 
surface, «M the Invention of others."

In this party are Geraldlne Van- 
dare (niece of Mrs. Vandare), Jack Travers, 
her fiance ; Sybil Vandare, John Thurston 
(Jack's uncle), Herr Franz, a musician; Jen- 
kins, Mrs. Oglesby's secretary ; Snzctte and 
Pletro, servants, and a crowd of young men 
and women. As the boat is about to sail 
Jack hears Nina, an Italian girl, singing. 
and takes a fancy to her. She Is a friend of 
Suzette and Pletro, and they Induce her to 
put on boy's clothes to enable her to come as 
a cabin boy with the party.

San Luis Potosi Is the centre for the dis- 
tribution of motion picture films to Northern 
Mexico. Tin' local branch of a Mexico City 
bouse (I'. Avellnc & A. Delalonde) receives 
Its supply twice a week from tbe capital, 
and dispatches films dally by express to 
points on tbe Northern frontier and the Pa- 
cific mid Gulf coasts. The San Luis l'otosl 
distribution also extends South to Guana- 
juato. 

Motion picture theatres arc flourishing at 
tbe present time In spite of sonic Interrup- 
tions In tbe schedules due to train delays. 
The larger cities support several enterprises 
of this Kind, and there is scarcely a town of 
5,1100 Inhabitants that docs not maintain 
one, with dally changes of films. In the 
smaller towns of this district humorous sub- 
jects seem most popular, while in tbe city of 
San Luis Potosi views of artistic character 
are more desired. Iteccntly films showing 
the progress of the Panama Canal work met 
with an excellent reception. Fleet and army 
movements are always popular. Presenta- 
tions of operas and of well known dramatic 
works are preferred above either melodrama 
or humorous sketches In this city.

The motion picture theatre occupies an lm 
portant and serious part in public entertain- 
ments in this district. Tbe Mexican Is nat- 
urally given to graphic representations and 
novelty, and the price of admission to the 
motion picture salon suits tbe purse of many 
of the people. Foreign visitors who cuu nut 
speak bpunlsh, resort to these theatres as a 
form of public amusement in which they can 
participate. Especially attractive films are 
announced and even reviewed In the local 
newspapers. The picture theatres here have 
not tue neighborhood character they have In 
large American towns, but are centrally lo- 
cated. Traveling outfits have not succeeded 
In this district.

STANDPOINT, 

Harry Raver, speaking on the late film 
decision, is qnoted as follows: 

"What this decision means to toe various 
companies releasing through the l-'llm Sup- 
ply Company of America" Is that we will 
now be enabled to go ahead and spend our 
money »ii producing pictures Instead of de- 
fraying the expenses of a long legal light. 
Our manufacturers have held back from sink- 
ing additional capital, but how It Is all over 
and we are free to go ahead with nothing 
to hinder us. 

"This suit Is the biggest thing yet In the 
moving picture business. It has been In 
progress for three years, and has cost more 
than 1400,000 In cash already. During tho 
time the suit has been in progress all the In- 
dependents have contrlbuti-d ?o much for 
every hot of film made. This suit has put 
us on common ground, and wc have stood 
together and fought It. 

T To take the case to the United States 
Court of lAppeals wc. had to put up $10,000 
cash bond. We got Wm. J. Wallace, a former 
Judge of the Supreme Court, and a famous 
legal .authority, to argue tbe case for us. 
Kenyon & Kenyoh represented us all through 
the litigation nrd did nobly. 

"While the suit has been going on tbe In- 
dependent manufacturers have been laboring 
under difficulties. The cost of the legal fight 
has cost money which has had to come out 
of the cost of production. The license fee 
of J 2 a week charged by the. Motion Picture 
Patents Company must have netted them 
$20,000 a week, and has financed tbclr fight." 

In response to a question Mr. Raver said: 

"No, I don't think thh creates. an 'open 
market.' In the first place. . nobody wants 
an open market. Neither the Independents 
nor the Patents Company wants it. An open 
market would do a lot to hurt the motion 
picture business.. 

"The present competition keeps the stand- 
ard high. The three big concerns compete 
with each other, and the exhibitors pick from 
their programs. He doesn't necessarily tnke 
a full program of new releases, but chooses 
what he wants and that keeps the producing 
firms doing their best. Tbe American manu- 
facturer nowadays Is lying awake nights try- 
ing to think of some way of producing his 
brand. , . , 

"Now if there was an open market, six 
months after the opening there would be 
flftv cut price film producers In the business. 
The class of persons who think more of a 
nickel now than a dollar a few years from 
now -would buy from them. Everybody 
would have to cut prices. Salaries would 
guffcr. The business would not hold good 
men and would deteriorate. The cheap pic- 
tures would dlBgust the public and the entire 
Situation would be most disheartening. 

"Naturallv the Film Bupply of America is 
most pleased with the decision. It means a 
lot to us. We are going to forge right ahead 
now that we have been freed from the extra 
weight we have been carrying."

ANOTHER LEMON FOR 

THE PERFORMER. 



Almost every day another and a newer 
method of victimizing the performer pops 
Into view. The most recent is practised by 
some ot the smaller booking agents, in collu- 
sion with the managers of some theatres. 

The plan is briefly as follows : At the lnat 
minute the agent sends for a performer, and, 
with a promise of future booking, induces 
him to play the following week at a reduced 
price, which we will say Is $125. The per- 
former neks for a contract, but la told "It la 
not necessary — it will be all right," "No time 
now for a contract," etc. The theatre Is 
designated and the performer plays the week, 
at the end of which he la handed an envelope 
containing $100, dr perhaps $110, and if he 
kicks ho la told, "That Is all we can afford 
to pay." He has no contract beyond the 
verbal statement made by the, agent. This 
is not an Isolated case, but Is the common 
practice of some houses that we know of. . 
The performers will not go Into court and ex- 
pose these mean methods, under the pica 
that "It Isn't worth while." "It will cost 
more than It is worth," etc But if a num- 
ber of these victims would Join together In 
n, suit, the expense to each would be trifling, 
and if the suit was successful the Commis- 
sioner of Licenses would probably revoke the 
licenses of the offenders. Now Is the time to 
act, before any more of your fellow perform- 
ers are caught In the net. It Is also time for 
the performer to realize that he must pro- 
tect himself. Common business scnBc should 
convince him that he should never play an 
engagement without having a contract, that 
has been approved by the Commissioner ot 
Licenses, and then he must Insist upon a 
rigid compliance with the terms of the con- 
tract. 

The fear of an agent or manager refusing 
him further booking should not deter him 
from insisting upon what <* right.

About once In every' decade there comes 
forth In the field of public entertaining 
some one Individual with the Intelligence 
and foresight that la always requisite la 
.order • to ■ achieve the -truly great. Forty 
years ago It was Augustih Daly who lifted 
the environment of 'the stage; benefiting not 
only himself but the entire theatrical pro- 
fession. 

Ten years later It was Richard Mansfield 
who successfully undertook to present the 
classics of stage literature, sacrificing health 
and fortune without financial reward for a 
long period. Neither Mr. Daly nor Mr. Mans- 
field has had a successor In our own country, 
but ten- years ago Maxamllllan Relnhardt 
cume forward with new- and grand Ideas, and 
ills Influence as a producer of the truly great 
plays has been greater than that of any of 
his predecessors: In fact, Mr. Relnhardt has 
completely revolutionised the art of play 
production. Nothing like his presentation of 
•'The Miracle" has ever been witnessed In 
the history of the stage, and tbls Is but one 
of a he. if score of productions conceived and 
executed by a true artlat.

He wanted to be the first to show 
what the moving picture's real mission should 
be— to preserve the art of the greatest play- 
ers of this generation so that It may be en- 
joyed by the generations to come. 

And now Mr. Zukor has Induced our own 
Mrs. Flske to emulate the example of . tbe 
Divine Sarah. And that Is not all — Sqthern 
and Marlowe, William Faversham, James 
O'Nell and Viola Allen have also agreed to 
have their best work portrayed on the screen 
in the theatre of science of to-morrow'. Cer- 
tain It Is that these names represent the 
truly great ot the theatre, ana none are 
there who will believe that financial con- 
siderations alone would tempt their owners 
to change their artlatlc environment.

SIR EDWARD MOSS. 

«lr Edward Moss, the well known Engllsb 
musk hall manager, died Nov. 25, la London. I 
Mr, Moss baa long been In indifferent 
aeslth, and spent much time on the sea or 
at continental watering places. But tho par- 
ticular Illness which has ended bis remark- 
able and Interesting career was sudden and 
woolly- unsuspected. None concerned In the 
business of popular entertainment could bo 
so greatly missed or more sincerely lamented. 
He was amailngly unspoiled by success. The 
■ humblest artist felt sure of fair treatment, 
and he could secure access to Blr Edward, and 
it was not so difficult. He would greet an old 
timer at the street corner by his Christian 
name, and chat unaffectedly of enrly strug- 

Jles. Kroin great folk and small In the pro- 
esslon one never heard n criticism of Sir 
Edward Moss' methods. lie bad the rare and 
priceless gift of a fascinating personality. 
and he was beloved by bU eafosropc, just' 
as be was respected far and. wide. , 

■ ■ He was a very rich man, and -probably, 
ifavm upwards of a quarter of a million' 
•nglleh sterling, not nil mado out of music 
halls — be was curlOBly fortunate In Invest- 
ment*. The name of Moss Is Hebrew, nud 
there was a vague suggestion of tho Jow In 
Us feature's. Hut a statement that he be- 
longed to "the people" was some time alnco 
denied with n certain asperity. 

He was born In Mnncbnstcr fifty-eight 
rears ago, tbe son of James Moss, n specu- 
lator In entertainment on a motlrct scale. 
Edward Moss' attention was directed to mu- 
sic, audi bis earliest rasponslblo position was 
tbat of pianist with a concert party. 
Then, supported by his father, he ran a 
panorama of the Franco-German War, roak'n^ 
a little money which the pair adventured In 
the Queen's Room, Greenock. Possibly tho 
claim of this establishment to be the first 
Scottish music hall as an advance on tbe 
"free and easy" could be maintained. 

"One day," said Sir Edward, "I chanced 
vpnn an advertisement In a CampctUown 
local paper: 

"Olerbnrn AN>ey. — An old piano, by Clem- 
entine In tolerably good order for Its age. 
Mr. MacAlllstcr will give It to any person 
who. will take It away. '

Hut 
It proved to be the beginning of n brilliant 
career. After two years he was able to buy 
the properly outright for £14,000. He ex- 
tended his enterprise to Newcastle, -wlie.-c he 
became the partner of Richard Thornton la 
tbe (inletv. And then, with tho flotation of 
the umpire Palace, Edinburgh — the scene, 
a while ago. of a disastrous nrc — began tho 
Moss Umpires, destined to cover the United 
Kingdom and to employ capital counted In 
millions sterling. In the course of time tho 
Btoll enterprises were linked up, eventually, 
of course, to separate. 

Tew men could differ more In character- 
istics. Richard Thornton, a jolly Bohemian, 
fond of all the sports of the Tyncsldc; Mr. 
Btoll, subdued, reflective, never so happy as 
in his library, known to swear but once ! 

Sir Edward Moss arnulred n beautiful 
home at Mlddletown, Edinburgh, his estate 
covering somo three thousand acres, and 
protested a love of the pursuits of the coun- 
try gentleman — shooting, fishing and coach- 
ing. But It Is probablo that the pleasures 
of the city and smart society most appealed 
to him. He scoured the world In search of 
talent, but only once encountered serious ad- 
venture en route, the occasion being the out- 
break of fire on board tbe passenger steam- 
er, Ions, ot the London k Edinburgh Ship- 
ping Company, near tho month of tho 
'hemes, In September, 1805, when seven of 
his fellow passengers - lost their lives. Of 
one enterprise Sir Edward Moss always re- 
tained absolute control — a huge fair, annual- 
ly organised In Waverley Market, Bdlnhiirgh. 
H<" first rental for a aeason here was £150, 
•Web the corporation eventually Increased 
tenfold, Tbe attendance here would aver- 



age 20,000 a day, for three weeks, and on 
occasion's run up to 40,000. 

"My motto," said Sir Edward once, "has 
always been. 'Amusement, pure and simple.:' 
tbe rejuvenation of the. variety entertain 
wholesome fare for the pleasure-seeker, and 
elegance and comfort at a moderate figure, 
both for humble and the rich." It Is an 
open secret that he regarded the Hippodrome 
as the summit of the noble structure that 
be had built up, and that it failed to respond 
to his expectations. It Is not Improbable 
that be would bavo retired long since. In 
other. circumstances, but loyalty. to tho share- 
holders, who banked on him, kept him at his 
post. Sir Edward Moss was twice married, 
and had a family by each wife. Throughout 
the career of the Moss Empires his devoted 
lieutenant had been Frank Allen. His great- 
est pergonal Intimacy was probably with Sir 
Thomas Llpton. ...

She was In the early thirties when she left 
the Frankfort Theatre, and, as her fame had 
spread throughout Germany, the traveled for 
several years as a star before ahe was en- 
gaged an the leading actress of the Court 
Theatre, In Dresden. At that time she acted 
peat tragic roles, such as Medea, Ipblgenla,

Her success on the American stage deter- 
mined her to atudy English, and she began 
her performances In that language during 
the season of 1873-74, appearing at first prin- 
cipally as Deborah, Medea, Marie Stuart nnd 
Brunhllde.

In that play were made In 1805-06. Later 
she went on the vaudeville stage for a brief 
engagement, presenting; a sketch. -

Representatives of the Actors' Fund of 
America, which hnB maintained a home at 
8taten Island for ten years, appeared before 
Judge Grant, In the Probate Court, Boston, 
oa Dee. 10, to press the claims of that or- 
ganization to a legacy left by Martha Brlzsc-, 
a famous war-time actress, whoso stage name 
waa Mrs. M. A. Pcnnoyer. 

Mrs. Brlzse died in Dorchester, Mass., two 
years ago. In her will she dictated that a 

£ortlon of the estate should be given to Tho 
iramutlc Fund of America for the purpose 
of their home for poor, Infirm and uged mem- 
bers of tho dramatic profession, now main- 
tained by said Fund." 

It appears that at that time there was no 
such organlzitlon as the Dramatic Fund of 
America, although there had been a corpora- 
tion known as the American Dramatic Kunrt 
Association. This organization, however, bad 
never jialntalned a home for actors, and had 
been dissolved by order of the New York 
courts somo tlmo prior to the death of tho 
testatrix Its affairs having been entirely 
Bottled up for more than twenty years. 

Tho representatives of tho Actors Fuad of 
America now desire to present evidence to 
tVhow that the former actress clearly meant 
their organization when she made her win.

_Now, ; however, the situation la different: 
The time has arrived when legislation seems 
called for to control the unscrupulous man- 
ager and protect his patrons. 

Senator A. J. Grlfon and Assemblyman 
Jk B A ;, Cuyllller have prepared a bill which 
they will Jointly Introduce - . 

The bill provides: ' 

Special hoars on' school days, Saturdays 
snd Sundays when children will be admitted 
to picture shows unaccompanied. 

Segregation for such unaccompanied chil- 
dren In the moving picture theatre. 

Matrons to be appointed by tho authorities 
licensing the shows and paid by the ex- 
hjbjtors, to watch over the unaccompanied 
children while they are In the house. 

The proposed bill Is as follows: 

8ectl»n 484 — Subdivision I Is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 

A person who 

1. Admits to or allows to remain In any 
dance house, concert . saloon, theatre, mu- 
seum, skating rink, klnetosrope or moving 
picture performance, or In -any place where 
wines or spirituous or malt liQiters sre sold 
or given away, or In any place of entertain- 
ment Injurious to health or morals, owned, 
kept leiised, managed or controlled by him 
or his employer, or where, such strvices as 
doorkeeper or ticket seller or ticket collec- 
tor, any child actually or apparently under 
the ago of sixteen years, unless accompanied 
by Its parents or lawful guardian, except 
that any child under the age of sixteen year* 
may be admitted to a moving picture per- 
formance or theatre, without a parent or 
Siiardian on week days, except Saturday, 
unday and holidays, between tho hours of 
4 o clock snd 7 o'clock r. m., and on Satur- 
days, .Sundays and holidays between the 
hours or 1 p. if. and 7 p. at., provided a 
separate space shall be assigned to said chil- 
dren In said theatre or at said moving 
picture performance, and a matron who 
shall be not less than twenty-five years of 
age, shall bo In charge of said children. Said 
matrons shall be appointed to said theatro 
or at the place where said moving picture 
performance Is given by the authorities that 
granted said theatre or moving picture estab- 
lishment their license, snd the appointment 
can only be revoked by the same authorities, 
on charges, and she shall be paid for her 
services by the theatre or moving picture es- 
tablishment . at a stated salary nxed by the 
appointing power, which shall bo uniform in 
the city, town or locality where said matron 
is employed, and in no case shall exceed 
fifteen dollars per week. 

The Folks city ordinance, of which Alder- 
man Folks Is the author, snd about whl-h 
there has been a great deal of talk for some 
time, has tho favor of the motion picture 
exhibitors. They hold It will tend to im- 
prove conditions, and they are lending their 
efforts to have It passed. 

Rut whether or not the Folk ordinance Is 
passed, there Is no question about tho neces- 
sity of State legislation, and It is to bo hoped 
the members of tho legislature of the Stste 
of New York will be brought to take this 
view of It.

Richard Hyde. 

Diehard Hyde, president of the Hyde k 
Behman Amusement Company, of Brooklyn, 
N. Y.. died in Tucson, Ana., Saturday even- 
ing, Dec. 14, at 9.30. in his sixty-fourth 
year, after an Illness of about seven months. 
Mr. Hyde suffered from heart trouble and 
asthma. He was apparently in good health 
on his return from Florida, last .March, but 
contracted a severe cold, from which h* 
never recovered, and went to Tucson the 
early part of November to regain his health.

While everything connected with the United 
Booking Offices may not be exactly what, we' 
would like, It Is unfair and unreasonable to. 
blame them for some tilings (or which they 
arc. not responsible. 

It has been stated that they do not pny 
as large salaries to vaudeville acts as they 
previously did, and that they are using their 
vast power to force players to reduce their 
prices. If they adopt unfair methods to 
bring about this condition, it would be wrong 
and would deserve the severest censure. But 
a calm consideration of this subject must 
bring us to the conclusion that the value of 
vaudeville acta, -like all other commodities, Is 
governed by the law of supply and demand. 
The vaudeville actor' wants the best price he 
can get, and the manager will pay only the 
lowest price he can get him for. Tho com- 
petition that has entered the vaudeville field 
Is the real cause of the low prices paid for 
acta. There are several houses giving "try- 
outs" to new acts, from which a large number 
. are selected by boohing agents and managers 
every week In New York City alone. This 
horde of new talent coming Into ia field al- 
' ready overcrowded with unemployed talent, 
must of necessity reduce salaries. It is so hi 
every (other branch of Industry, and must 
apply to vaudeville. Then It must be remem- 
bered that the motion picture business has 
crowded out tho straight vaudevlllo houses 
•11 over the country to such an extent that 
the demand for the old time vaudeville artist 
Is materially lessened. It Is true that the 
picture houses employ a large number of 
vaudevlllo acts, but they sro mostly low

BOSTON'S REPLY TO MRS. WELLS 

In reply to the statements made by Mrs. 
Alice Stebblns Wells, the police-woman of 
Los Angeles, who has just paid Boston, Mass., 
a visit, and viewed the moving picture places 
of amusement, William C Franke, business 
agent of the Moving Picture Operators Union, 
bas the following to say : 

"In Justice to those connected with the 
moving picture show business, and for the 
benefit of those who have read her statement, 
1 do not feel that Mrs. Wells should go un- 
answered. In her statement she has said 
that the moving picture shows were de- 
grading. 

"Every moving pcture house In Boston la 
licensed and fitted up as a public theatre, and 
Is under the direct supervision of the mayor's 
office, tbe Inspectors of the State police, and 
In some Instances under the supervision of 
the clergy. They are owned and operated 
by conservative business men, who have In- 
vested thousands of dollars In their respective 
theatres, and are dally under an enormous 
expense, and It does not stand to reason that 
a good business man Is going to Jeopardize his 
business for the sake of running objectionable 
pictures or of .allowing a child under age to 
enter the theatre. 

"I do not understand what Mrs. Wells 
means by 'amusement parlors.' Presumably 
she refers to. the antiquated 'store show.' A 
man may rent an empty store or two. Install 
a cheap and out-of-date machine, and proceed 
to get tbe nickels and dimes, regardless of the 
quality of his pictures or the moral atmos- 
phere of the house. There Is not such a 
parlor In Boston. I am In a better posltlcn 
to understand conditions than any Investi- 
gator, and I want to say that tbe moving 
picture show is a legitimate business enter- 

firise, and as. such, will flourish under tbe 
aws of the State. " .

FIRST INTERNATIONAL EXPOSITION 
OF THE MOTION PICTURE ART. 

It Is only a short time ago that the New 
York branch of the M. 1*. E. L. of America de- 
cided to hold an International exposition of 
the motion picture art, In conjunction with 
tbe third annual convention of the Motion 
Picture Exhibitors' League of America, With 
this object In view the following member* 
were appointed as committees to manage 
what will be known as the First Interna- 
tional Exposition of tbe Moving Picture Art., 
at the New Grand Central Palace, New York 
City. July 7-12, 1913. 

Tbe general committee consists of: Frank 
Tlchenor, chairman ; F. E. Samuels, secre- 
tary; h, F. Blumcnthal, treasurer, and M- 
Needle, L. Rosenthal, J. King, B. FJ. Cornell, 
and S. H. Trigger, president ex-officlo. Tbe 
advlsorj- committee Is made up of Sidney 
Ascher, chairman ; R. L. McNabb, secretary, 
E. Valencia, A. Baucrnfreund, Grant W. An- 
son, M. J. Goldfard, M. L. Flelsohman. B, M. 
Davidson, G. F. Wright, William Douquo, A. 
N. Wolff, E. N. Day and R, C. Whltten. 
These gentlemen have had a number of meet- 
ings, and a great deal of preliminary work 
has been accomplished. 

A number of show promoters have en- 
deavored to buy the exhibitors franchise, but 
the committee have refused to allow any one 
to handle the proposition and will run it 
themselves from the offices of the exposition 
committee on the second floor of the Ger- 
man Bnrk Building, Fourth Avenue and 
Fourteenth Street, New York CHy. 

A novel plan has been suggested by Mr. 
Samuels which will undoubtedly be used to 
advantage. He suggests building four modern 
motion picture theatres on the mezzanine floor 
of the New Grand Central Palace, and In 
these theatres install every known device to 
make them what every moving picture theatre 
should be, and what In future every moving 
picture theatre will be. At the present time 
there Is much criticism about some moving 
picture theatres, and much of It Is undoubt- 
edly true. The motion picture exhibitors of 
Greater New York are for the most part law 
abiding citizens, and are endeavoring to con- 
duct their theatres on a law abiding basis. 

The above Idea will give an opportunity to 
20,000 exhibitors from all over the world to 
see tho very latest in theatrical construction 
and Inner decorations appertaining to the 
motion picture Industry. The Idea Is to have 
the latest ventilating systems Installed and 
the best lighting effects, the most comfortable 
chairs, the best projecting mjchines. the 
recognized leading screens, and everything 
that will make the motion picture theatre. 
Dlenslng to the public. Manufacturers will 
Sndoub?edly«>e anxious to .show their prodnrta 
to exhibitors, so, therefore, these theatres 
wilt be numbered 1, 2, 3 and 4.

FOLKS BILL PASSED. 

With but one dissenting vote, the city 
aldermen on Dec. 17 decided In favor of tbe 
ordinance proposed by Alderman Ralph Folks, 
regulating moving picture houses. The ordi- 
nance was put through, however, only after 
Alderman Folks and the other Fusion and 
Republican members agreed to accept an 
amendment to It, proposed by Alderman 
Frank Dowllng, the Tammany minority 
leader, providing for censorship of films by 
the Board of Education, along the lines sug- 
gested by Canon Chase, of Brooklyn. 

The ordinance, as drawn by Alderman 
Folks covers the increase of the seating ca- 
paclty of moving picture houses from 300 to 
UOO, the construction, ventilation, lighting 
and heating of future theatres, and concen- 
trates In the Bureau of Licenses the mu- 
nicipal powers necessary to regulate the busi- 
ness. It was Alderman Folks' intention to 
deal with the censorship matter at some fu- 
ture time, after the ordinance had been 
adopted.

Ills time be has charmed us with a delight- 
ful piny, simple In theme nnd strong In In- 
terest. The story deals with "Peg," the 
daughter of an Irishman and an aristocratic 
Englishwoman on whom her relatives turned 
their backs when she went to America with 
her husband. Peg's mother dies and, by will 
of a rich uncle of the girl, who on his death- 
bed repented his unklndness toward his slater. 
Peg Is brought to England to be reared at 
the expense of his estates. She Is received 
Into the family of n widowed aunt, a Mrs. 
Chichester, not from love, but because of tho 
money that her care hrlngs Into the ex- 
chequer of the household. 

Peg Is a rough diamond. She has llttlo 
education, but n big, true heart. Her aunt 
and cousins, Ethel nnd Alarlc, are snobbish 
In their treatment of her, and but for tho 
kindly treatment she receives from Jerry, a 
friend of the Chichester fninllv, she hns little 
to moke her life pleasant. Finally she re- 
pays her cousins' Unklndness by preventing 
Ethel from eloping with Christian llrent, a 
married man. In the explanations which 
follow. Peg discovers that Jerry, whom she 
has learned to love. Is a wealthy noblemiin, 
and she determines to return to America, but 
Jerry nsks her to marry him, and the curtain 
falls with her In his arms. 

With this light material as bis foundation 
Mr. Manners has fashioned * play of absorb- 
ing human interest. Simplicity has been his 
wntthword, and he has woven tho A. B. C.'s) 
of life Into strong dramatic Incidents. Bright 
lines, clever and consistent situations, and 
perfect construction, together with clearly 
marked character drawings, are among the 
merits of this play, and tbcBc, backed by a 



company of more than ordinarily capable 
players, make it ilttle wonder that "Peg o' 
My Heart" takes Its place among the fore- 
most of the season's successes. 

The selection of Lauretlc Taylor for the 
star ot this play Is most felicitous. And 
that she Is a star of considerable magnitude 
was demonstrated before she bad been upon 
the stag: five minutes. The work of this 
actress Is well known to New Yorkers, but 
good as her previous performances havo been, 
in none has she shown to the advantage sbo 
does ln this one. She speaks the Maes of Peg 
with the most delightful dash of Irish 
brogue Imaginable, ana by her pleasing per- 
sonality* enhances the Ingenuousness of tho 
character as drawn by tbe author. There Is 
a spontauelty to her work that makes It ap- 
pear ns though sho were Peg In reality, not 
merely Impersonating her, for not once docs 
she lapse. Not onc word does she utter that 
lacks that dash ot Irish accent so pleasing 
to the car, and so consistently docs she re- 
main ln the picture that when, at the close 
ot net two, she was called before the curtain, 
she did not address the umllcncc as Laurctte 
Taylor, but as Peg. the little Irish-American, 
who had wormed herself into the very hearts 
ot her henrcrs. who, to show their appre- 
ciation of her work, made the house resound 
with outbursts of applause rnrely equaled ln 
a local thentre. And she deserved every bit 
of it. She Is a comedienne of rare talent 
and personality. 

To that capital actor, n. Rccves-Smlth, was 
Intrusted the role of Jerry, and that ho 
played It well goes without saying. Mr. 
ltceves-Sinlth Is most polished In his style, 
and be possesses the happy faculty, none too 
frequent, by the way, of laughing nnturally 
upon the stage. Ills work Is always pleasing, 
and in this play lie lends the star most ca- 
pable support. 

Christine Norman did excellent work In 
the unpleasant role of Ethel. The character 
calls for coldness of repression rather than 
warmth and expression. This is not always 
an ''iisy task, hut Miss Normnn played It 
well, making Ethel the exact opposite of Peg, 
thus giving the Rtar the best possible support. 

Ilassnrd Short gave a good performance of 
Alarlc. The others did well all that was re- 
quired of them.

Despite tho fact that the two days before 
thrlHtmns are absolutely tho worst (finan- 
cially speaking) for the theatrcu, tin audience 
that completely filled tho Casino was on 
bund Monday afternoon to welcome Harry 
Lauder, who made on this occasion his first 
appearance In America alnce playing at the 
command performance of King Ocorge nnd 
Queen Mnry at tho l'alaco Theatre, London, 
some months ago. 

This Is not tho first lime that vaudeville 
haB played the CimIuo, Tho Great Lafayette 
headed a bill tliero (for a week) somo yean 
ago, Just before tbe Hire Brothers surrendered 
inc home to tho Shubcrts by an order of the 
Supreme Court. 

But to return to Mr. Lauder. Ho Is n 
genuine artist nnd Is well worth pnylng two 
dollars to see. Few men can get as much out 
ot a song as he can. All of (he songs sung 
by him are written exclusively for his use, 
and all ot them are gems, Among tho new 
ones that he brought over the most popular 
appears to he "The Kilty Lads," which has 
a delightful swing, rushing It closely In 
popularity comes "Same as Tils Father Be- 
fore lllm."

In the death of John T. Brash the national 
game of baseball to general, and the National 
League In particular, Is deprived of a master 
mind and a ruling spirit that will not only 
prove a severe loss to them, but Is sincerely 
regretted by all who have the best interests of 
the game at heart. Mr. Brush, who bad suf- 
fered from locomotor ataxia for some yeare, 
died in his private car Oceanic, as the train 
was pulling Into a way station about thirty- 
six miles North of St. Louis. Mo., while he 
was bound Westward for bis health. Mr. 
Brush was born at Cllntonvtlle, N. Y., about 
Ofly-ntoe years ago, but afterwards resided 
at Troy, N. Y., before turning his face West- 
ward to seek fame and fortune. It was by 
the merest chance that he became actively 

had been 
since bis 
bovhood days, when be used to go to see the 
old Haymakers, of Troy, give battle to the 
Atlantlcs, Mutuals, Athletics and other teams 
famous at that time, which visited that city 
back In the sixties. 

Mr. Brush's first financial connection with 
the game was In 1887, when the dtlicns of 
Indianapolis, through contributions, acquired 
the St Louis franchise of the National 
League. It was not long, however, before 
Mr. Brush saw that baseball was conducted 
on a far different basis than It was during 
his younger days, and being naturally a 
shrewd and clever business man, he foresaw 
a great future for the came. He was one of 
the best judges connected with baseball as 
to what was for the best Interests of the 
game. Mr. Brash took his Initiatory lesson 
In baseball legislation in the Fall of 1887, 
when he represented the Indianapolis Club at 
the Nutlonal League meeting, held at the old 
Fifth Avenue Hotel, this city, Nov. 16, of 
that year. He first came into prominence as 
a legislator at the Fall meeting of the Na- 
tional League, held in this city Nov. 21, 1888, 
when he offered a communication looking to 
the classification of the players and the regu- 
lation of salaries, and he, with Messrs. John 
I. Rogers and W. A. Nlmlck, served on tho 
committee which took action on the report. 

At the National League meeting held Nov. 
18, 1889, In this city, the Brooklyn and Cin- 
cinnati clubs were elected to membership, and 
this increased the circuit to ten clubs, which 
was very unwieldy. Washington was, however, 
easily disposed of, but not so Indianapolis, 
which declined to get out At a meeting held 
at Cleveland, O., March 4, 1890. the Indian- 
apolis Club was notified to withdraw, but, as 
it had filed a gilt edge bond of $25,v..j to 
finish out the season, it refused to go. Then 
It was forced out, but It succeeded in naming 
its terms. Alter the season had advanced 
nearly two months to 1800. and Mr. Brush 
was entirely out of baseball, he received a 
telegram at IndlnnapollB to come to Chicago 
on Important -business. Mr. Brush went 
there and learned, to his surprise, that the 
New York Club was In financial trouble, and 
must receive help from some source or .t 
would go to pieces. Mr. Brush was invited 
to Join with others In saving the club. It 
was Immediately decided to go to New York 
and sec what could be done. A meeting was

James H. Budworth died very suddenly, of 
strangulation, after a sickness of but a few 
days, oh March 11, 18T6, in New York, aged 
forty-four years. He was bom In Philadel- 
phia, Dec. 24, 1881. Made his first appear- 
ance In public In 1848, at the Park Theatre, 
as a mlinlc vocalist. He then Joined Luke 
West's Minstrels. On May 20, 1805, he ap- 
peared at the Park Theatre. Brooklyn, In 
white face, acting John Schmidt. He was' a 
versatile performer ; In Dutch characters and 
as a Teutonic vocalist he was ever a wel- 
come card. He was a good Imitator of cele- 
brated actors, an excellent negro comedian, 
and a good banjo player. 

A minstrel band, consisting of W. H. Smith, 
Geo. II. Edmonds, C. Henry. P. Sterling. 
Corrlstcr, J. Wallace and Joe Murphy, tailed 
from Sao Francisco, July 0, 1800, for Val- 
paraiso, In one month's time they per- 
formed only live times and were a failure, 
the South Americans not understanding burnt 
cork. They all (except C. Henry) returned to 
San Francisco, arriving home February, 1801. 

Young Anicrlcnns 

Were organized In Chicago. III.. July, 1800. 
II. Hennemnn, boncB ; W. Ilolllstcr, J. Clark, 
Albert Hendcrsou, J. II. Bishop, Interlocutor; 
Chas. Walker, tenor; Johnny Dnnlap, Touy 
Waters arid Billy Murphy, tanibo. They 
played at Simons' saloon, Chicago, four 
nights, and then went traveling.

C'arncross, Sam Slmipley and Frank Browcr. 
They closed In Philadelphia, Oct. 20. 

W. N. S» Ith's Ethiopians 
organized In August, 1800, to travel South 
with Van Amburgh's Menagerie. W. N. 
Smith, Iwiies ; A. Pierce, tanibo : Master 
Smith, Imnjo; Otto Horn, violin; M. Corrl- 
gan, triangle; L. C. Brenuner, banjo, and 
Bobby Williams, clog. 

William N. Smith, the champion bone 
soloist, (lied In New York, after a lingering 
Illness, on Jan. 4, 1880. He was born In 
Albany, N. Y., and first went Into the show 
business with a miscellaneous traveling 
troupe, In 1841, performing in white face. He 
was the first man to give imitations of tho 
snare drums with the bones, which he '.id In 
Baltimore while traveling with a variety 
troupe and performing la white face. Ho 
nfterwards traveled all over the United States 
with circus companies, performing In the side 
shows with n minstrel band, Ho also ap- 
peared with Charley White, at 40 Bowery, 
this city, where he became n great favorite. 
He continued with traveling companies until 
1800, when an abscess formed In hlB right 
breast, which, after being operated upon, af- 
fected him in his right arm, drawing It up 
so that It was Impossible for him to shake 
the bones any more. He went to tho hos- 
pital, and while under the Influence of ether 
the doctors forced his arm hack, making It 
straight, but in doing so snapped some of the 
tendons, from which, up to his death, ho 
suffered constant pain. He retired from the 
profession, and on the afternoon of April 18, 
1807, took a benefit nt Charley White's Music 
Hall (formerly Bryant's), this city. Shortly 
after this he had an operation performed on 
his right arm (It having become paralyzed), 
having a portion of the bone removed, but he 
received no benefit from this operation. Ho 
continued to suffer great pain from his arm. 
He then became doorkeeper at Tony Pastor s 
Opera House, in the Bowery, up to four 
months previous to his death, when he took 
a violent cold, which so prostrated him thnt 
he was confined to his room. The writer saw 
him abont six weeks prior to his death. His 
rliht arm hung by his side, perfectly help- 
less and he had a terrible cough. Re hat 
also In" destitute circumstances, -an4 an-ap- 



peal was made through the columns of Ttta 
ri.irrmi to the profession, to send In their 
little for the benefit of his wife and child. 
He received half salary from Tony Pastor 
lor four months and up to his death, during 
which four months he was not once attending 
to his duties as doorkeeper, singular to 
htnte, not a dollar was otherwise contributed 
from a single professional. Mr. Smith was 
burled on tho 7th, and his remains were in- 
terred In Greenwood. The following day ten 
dollars was received from Sam Hague, tho 
well known Liverpool, ISng., manager, As a 
hone soloist he was the best ever beard In 
this country, having played for and won thu 
championship, which he rctalaed up to his 
death. In his coffin were placed his castlnots.

AMISEMKNT DEUCES IN OERSIH, 

(from Vice Consul amoral WGIIam. Daw- 
ton Jr., Frankfort.) 

This olllee lint received ft number of In- 
quiries from American manufacturer! or 
morry-go-rounds, roller eoaaters and othor 
devices for pleasure parks, with respect to 
demand In Germany for their products. 

There Is no pormnnent amusement park at 
Frankfort, although tho city haa noma 
430,000 Inhabitant!. A vacant lot near the 
railway station, about large enough to ac- 
commodate n roller roaster, Is used by trav- 
eling concerns who visit Frankfort from time 
to time, bringing merry-go-rounds und alnu- 
lar devces. This lot Is unoccupied much of 
the time, the regular season for this cIbbs of 
amusements being fair time Frankfort has 
two fairs, at Easter time and In the early 
roll, each lusting uli'mt three weeks. 

In addition It Is custototry to Install a 
temporary amusement park In connection 
wllh expositions and <thor largo gather'ngs, 
ai for Instance, during this mid-summer 
"FucnfzlgjnehrlgeB Jubllueums-Bundcssrnles- 
sen*' (lubllco rifle match 1. Tho festivities 
eonucotod with the "Bunnesschlemen" con- 
tinue for three weeks. 

The amusement park contains. In addition 
to the usual "freaks" and other •'Midway" 
attractions, a roller coneter, merry-go-rounds, 
a toboggan slide, swing*, shooting galleries, 
etc. it Is leased by a well known German 
firm which, besides building, makes a spe- 
cialty of operating nmusement doviceB of Its 
own or otner manufacture. Tho following 
Information with respect to amusement Swrks 
and devices has been obtained chiefly from a 
local representative of the Arm which haj 
had bwenty-flve years' experience In this 
field, cxtcudlug over practically nil of Ger- 
many. 

Little Popular Demand for Amuse- 
meat l'urks. 

There are only two permanent amusement 
parks In Germnuy, the famous "Luna l'ark" 
In llerlln and another one at Cologne. The 
Uorniun public does not patronize this sort 
of enterprise in any such wny as is usuil In 
England or 'the United Status, otherwise 
thoro would undoubtedly be permanent parks 
Id half a dozen other cities. This may be 
attributed In part to the largo number of 
fetes and fairs ("Messen") held every ycur. 
such as the "Muenchuor Oklobcrfeste." 
"Koelner Knrueval," etc. Traveling merry- 
o-rounds, roller coasters and other nttrnc- 

lons visit the different cities and towns 
while fuliB and fetes are In progress. 

Attempts to operate amusement parks on. 
a large scale In connection with expositions 
do not always meet with success and havo 
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led to heavy losses. T.he patronage of the 
amusement park at the "Bundeaschlesien" 
at Frankfort Is stated to be touch smaller 
than the large dully nttendnnce, which haa 
reached 100,000, would indicate. 

Market for American Noveltlea. 

With respect to devices used tmrt opening 
for Amet'lcnn annuufucturera It imiy be Bala 
In general thut American novelties can ha 
►old bore In n limited number. On oeeouut 
of the difficulty of suceeasfully protecting 
devices of this character those which Una 
favor with the public are Immediately copied 
with slight alteration*, so that n sternly de- 
mand for nny foreign make ran hardly be 
hoped for, unlet*, of course, It enn compete 
In price. A German manufacturer states 
that lie has censed luitoutlng ills devices on 
account of the difficulty of protecting them 
efllenclously. in supplying the local market 
Orman tumiufnclurers havo naturally <he 
Brent advantage of being able to show their 
devices In actual operutlon. Their familiarity 
with conditions also allows them to grnnt 
payment facilities where n foreign concern 
would protnibly have to demand cash. 

Often American attractions have to be 
built over to meet police requirements and 



to salt the taste of the pubtlc Police re- 
quirements are said to be more strict In tMa 
respect In Germany than In the United 
State*. For Instance, In Germany, the whole 
floor of merry-go-round muxt turn Instead of 
JiMt Uie figures, as Is often the case with 
American merry-go-rounds. Furthcimore, 
much more care la given In Germany to 
purely decorative features, whereas In the 
United States great attention has to be paid 
to durability on account of the much more 
trying weather conditions. 

Favorite Devices sit Frankfort. 

It Is believed that the following brief de- 
scription of devices at present In operation 
at a temporary amus-mait park nt Frank- 
. fort, with prices charged, may prove of lr- 
terest to American manufacturers: 

One of the most popular devices In the 
roller coaster, constructed along practical'? 
the same lines as those In utv In the United 
States. Price of a ride varies according to 
patronage of the grounds, from 20 to 40 
pfennigs (4.70 to 9.52 cents), Another very 
popular attraction Is a tower, tome 40 feet 
nigh, which la readied partly by stairs, part- 
ly by a moving slide, and left by a winding 
chute, nils, as well ns toboggan slide, with 
sleds, which Is also v/cll patronized, costs 
20 pfennigs (4.70 cents). There are six 
large merry-go-rounds, the most popular of 
which has cars fitted up as aeroplanes hung 
from the celling and swinging out to an 
angle of about 00 degrees when in motion. 
The merry-go-rounds are very elaborately 
lilted op, two of them being double-deck- 
ers. The ordinary "horse" merry-go-rounds 
are poorly patronized In comparison to the 
novelties. A ride on a merry-go-round costs 
10 pfennigs (2.38 cents). There are further 
two sets of swings of twelve each, costing 
10 pfennigs (2.38 cents) and apparently 
poorly patronized. A ride on the Ferris wheel 
costs 10 pfennigs (2.3S cents) and teems to 
draw well. The so-called "Luna Ball" la a 
large revolving hemisphere much like a bal- 
loon !n construction, which is gradually 
blown up so that participants slide off. This 
costs 30 pfennigs (7.14 cents). The so-calicd 
"Teufels-Rneder" (Devil's Wheels), rapidly 
revolving ptutfonns, ore very popular, ana 
east 20 pfennigs (4.70 cents). Children 
pay half price In almost all instances. 
Werry-go-rounds and swings have mechanl'Cl 
uitisUaf accompaniment. This office Is ad- 
vised that uone of the above devices In 
•Deration here are of American manufactun.

PUBLIC AJII'SEJIMST PARKS III 
MEXICO. 
(From Consul Samuel E. Maglll, 
Guadalajara). 

The Government of liuadalajara Is always 
r&ndy to furnish the large peon and working 
element of this city with amusements, but 
the only forms which have continual popu- 
larity aire bull tights and the nightly music 
of good bands on the pluzaa. Several at- 
tempts have been made by private Individuals 
and companies, aided tor the city, to estnblsh 
places where Ferris wheels, merry-go-rounds, 
and similar amusements will attract. None 
las been a financial success, and no one of 
this class of amusements has had any lasting 
popular Ity except merry-go-rounds, which are 
still well patronized. 

Guadalajara haa many beauty spots kept 
In order by the city, and one especially, 
Agua Azul (blue water). U a pretty park 
with lake and boats for hire, and easily ac- 
cessible by carriage or street car, but ft re- 
ceives little attention aa an amusement park 
crowds being seen only on the main plazas 
when the bunds are playing. Hence this 
does not appear to be a place for a perma- 
ment amusement park. It might be popu- 
lar for a while, but It would soon be dcirortei] 
or left to the peone, who have little money 
to anend. * 

The local street railway company hat, at 
considerable cost, arranged tennis courts on 
Its property about a mile out of the city, 
ond has turned them over to a social club 
for its exclusive use. As a means of revenue 
for the street car company It la not a great 
aucceas, but la Indicative of the disposition 
of the street car company to start an amuse- 
ment park on its lines, and It might be In- 
terested In having such plans presented for 
tho consideration of Its management. 
a 
NO AMUSEMENT DEVICES 15 
ZANZIBAR. 

[From Consul Alexander W. Weddcll, Zanzi- 
bar.] 
There would appear to be no present market 
In Zanzibar for merry-go-rounds and other 
mi iiucmcn t devices. There are no public 
resorts In the American Bense of the term. 
On the occasion of the various Mohammedan 
feasts and festivals and at other times, 
lllnusy wheels and merry-go-rounds nre set 
up on the beach near Zanzibar, and for per- 
haps two days these arc well filled by natives, 
who pay one-half cent for a rather long ride. 
Tho equipment, however. Is of the poorest 
diameter, and, while evidently popular, the 
patronage apparently does not warrant the 
owners In continuing to run them after the 
day or two of feasting Is over. Furthermore, 
the various tribal dances which obtain alt 
ever the district, hold first place in the hearts 
of Ha natives, and the extreme simplicity of 
their life and the absence of money are fur- 
ther deterrents to the Introduction of up-to- 
date amusement devices.

J. Cheevcr Goodwin. 
. J. Cheever Goodwin, the well known nlav. 
wrlght and librettist, died Dec. 18 at his 
home In New York. During ihe past four 
years ho had suffered from partial paralysis 
due to hardening of the arteries. He rallied 
Bomewhat Dec. 17, and gave his wife di- 
rections for Christmas for their cblldreu 
and expressed the hope to be able to write 
postcards to his friends. Owing to his con- 
dition he had retired Into seclusion, and 
for nearly two years had not left his home 
He retired about 1 a. m., on Dec. 18 and at 
7.30 was found dend by bis wife. 

Mr. Goodwin was born July 14, 1850 in 
Boston, Mass., and received his early school- 
Ing In tho Phillips grammar school of that 
city. Later he entered Harvard University 
from wnlch he graduated In 1878.. 

After leaving college he became a member 
of tho Btaff of The Botton Traveller and 
shortly thereafter began writing for the 
stage. His first successful work was the 
book of "EvangeUnc," composed to the music 
of Edward Rice, in 1874. Other successes 
followed, among them being "Wang," writ- 
ten for Do Wolf Hopper ; "Dr. Syntax." Tan- 

Jnnilrum," "The Merry Monarch, Phe 

Devil's Deputy," "The Lion Tamer" and "The 
Little Trooper. ' He also made many adapta- 
tions of foreign productions, among tlictn 
being; "Beauty and the Beast" and "Blue- 
beard Jr." 

Besides his activity in the writing of 
stage works, Mr. Goodwin was private sec- 
retary to former City Controller Meyers, and 
was a frequent contributor to the columns 
of papers in Boston and elsewhere. 

He wns a charter member ef the Boston 
Lodge of Elks, the Boston Veteran Journal- 
ists, and the Strollers' Club of New York.

OUR LONDON LETTER. 



Dec. 14. 

Preposterous statements are made as to 
the succession to Sir Edward Moss' control 
of the vast undertaking which bore his name. 
To one a flat denial may he penned right 
away — namely, that Walter Gibbons will be- 
come chairman and managing director of the 
Moss Empires, Limited. When Mr. Gibbons 
retired. It was with no intention of a return 
to active interest in tbe music hall enter- 
prise. He got out with a fortune of amar- 
Ingly ample dimensions, and can afford a life 
of leisure It Is an open secret that Oswald 
Stoll Is now the dominant Influence In what 
were once known* as the Gibbons halls, and 
will In due course avow bis responsibility. 

So far ai the Moss Empires are concerned. 
when Sir Edward's disease was diagnosed 
some months ago, It was perfectly clear that 
the end of his business career had come, and 
the affairs Of the Moss Empires have mean- 
while been conducted, carefully reckoning 
with this fact It Is more than probable 
that Sir Edward's lifelong friend and loyal 
lieutenant will become chairman and manag- 
ing director of the Moss Empires. But no 
Immediate appointment can give finality to 
the music hall situation, which is in s curi- 
ously Interesting state. We are undoubtedly 
on the eve of Important developments, and 
the perianal animosities of certain "mag- 
nates will play an Important part, ai they 
always have done in the negotiation of any 
combine. When all la said and done, there is 
no more Important factor to be reckoned 
with than the masterful personality, the suc- 
cess, and the strong financial backing of 
Oswald Stoll. His stockholding in tbe Moss 
Empires, In spite of his retirement from the 
board a year or two ago, is very large. 

Nine times out of ten, old playgoers will 
recognise In the "new and original" cemdel- 
ettss of modern vaudeville a more or less 
Ingenious adaptation from one of the Innu- 
merable farces which John Madison Morton 
contributed, mostly to tbe Adelphl repertory, 
half a century ago. And what Morton owed 
to the French, none but himself knew. "Box 
and Cox" was his best known work. It was 
a combination of two French farces, "Frlsette" 
and "La Chambre a lit" It has provided 
Charles Hansen with tbe material for an 
amusing, but potentially vulgar sketch, "Share 
tbe Room" entitled, and produced at the Lon- 
don Pavilion on Monday. Mr. Hannen's In- 
genuity has found a vent in giving the story 
a Scotch environment — several members of 
the "Bunty" company contribute to a fine 
performance — and in making one of the 
alternating lodgers a woman. A canny 
Scotchwoman, running an apartment house 
with tbe characteristic "concealed bed" made 
familiar by Graham Moffat hat a lodger em- 
ployed on the night shift In a newspaper 
office, sleeping;, accordingly. In the daytime. 
So she lets the room for nights to an un- 
attractive spinster, employed all day. For 
months neither party suspects the double 
deal though a censorious neighbor declares 
It to be scandalous. One night the male 
lodger, being HI, comes home unexpectedly, 
to find his entrance barred by the strapping 
landlady, while tbe female lodger, hearing an 
altercation, utters piercing shrieks in her 
cupboard-bed. ■ The censorious neighbor ends 
the situation by insisting on the marriage of 
tbe parties, there and inch, by the Scottish 
method of declaration before •witnesses. . 

Alio at the Pavilion, on the same evening, 
there was produced a little comic opera, en- 
titled "The H'arum Lily." It Is beautifully 
staged, and the music of Paul Llncke is very 
charming. Bat the story Is not very re- 
markable. Marino and Marietta ore vaude- 
ville duetttsts. Marietta is captured in tbe 
interests of an amorous pasha, whisked away 
to the East and enclosed In his harem. He 
proposes to make her his chief wife. In hot 

Eursult follows Mario, who penetrates tbe 
arem, and Is condemned to Instant execu- 
tion. Also a vaudeville agent who Is much 
more clever. He pretends to be an astrologlst 
and proves that the life and happiness of tbe 
pasha depend absolutely on those of his astral 
brother, Mario. The result la that Mario 
and Marietta are allowed to return to Lon- 
don, with a contingent of pretty guards- 
women from the harem, whom they propose 
to employ as a vaudeville chorus ! 

Vesta Tillev comes to the Palace for a 
Christmas engagement, which promises to be 
annual. 

George Fawcett has acquired a sketch from 
Horace Annesly Vachcll, the novelist, and 
got to work with it at tbe Shepherd's Bush 
Empire, on Monday.
